BCRL.1NOTON, Wis. , May « Seeing 
an article In your paper on blackleg 
and other diseases among cattle, writ- 
ten by Dr. Steele Bailey, I request the 
privllegu of stating to you and the cat- 
tle raisers of your vicinity wbat 1 know 
about disease In cattle. Blackleg, An- 
thrax, Rinderpest, Lung Plague, Texan 
fever, and Tuberculosis are all due to 
genns that multiply on' the surface of 
the body and enter the llesh through 
the punctures made by bitlAg Insects. 
Tills I can prove: and will also be will- 
ing to wugor $100 with the leading 
veterinarian of vour Slate or Dr. Bai- 
ley, that I am right. 

If cattle raisers wish to preventthose 
dlseu-tas and also the disease causing 
premature births, they must learn to 
dip their cattle three or four times a 
year to keep those germs off the llesh, 
In a solution of some kind, strong 
enough to kill the germs. These germs 
can uot rise lo the air, so those diseas- 
es are not caused bv the eating, drink- 
ing and inhaling of the germs. Three 
years ago I proved to the men of our 
experiment station at Madison, that 
Tuberculosis was not caused by the 
eating, driuking or inhaling of the 
germs in human kind or animals. They 
thanked me and bought a herd of tu- 
bercular cuttle at ooce to experiment 
on, and thus far I have not heard what 
headway they have made. I am will- 
ing to answer any question in regard 
to what 1 have said. Vaccination for 
these diseases is useless.

& N. would buy up enough men in the 
General Assembly to defeat him. He 
believed that would happen which John 
Whallen undertook to do, in bribing, 
as he thought, Senator Barrel and 
others. Aod only the exposure made 
by Harrel put a stop to the trafficking 
In legislat ors. 

The beet thing we have read in many 
a day is C. E. Woods’ write-up of the 
Madison republican countv convention, 
and published to Wednesday’s Climax. 
Mark Twain never wrote anything bet- 
ter aod but for its length, it is over two 
columns, we would reproduce It. The 
resolution condemning assassination 
and the assassin because of his bad 
markmanship in not killing bis victim 
instantly and the resolution endorsing 
Taylor, Youtsey, etc., are capital takes- 
off, while the one denouncing Attorney 
Campbell must be givtn in full to be 
appreciated. It reads: “We repudi- 
ate thg statement that the prosecution 'a 
chief counsel, Col. T. C. Campbell, of 
Cincinnati aod New York, is a republi- 
can. By his ceaseless search for the 
slayer of Goebel, and the success that 
has crowned his efforts, he ba* forfeit- 
ed all claims upon our fellowship and 
respect.
